This is a decision on the petition under 37 CFR 1.181, filed June 17, 2005, requesting that the 
Office withdraw the holding of abandonment of the above-identified application. 

The petition under 37 CFR 1 . 1 8 1 is DISMISSED . 

Any further petition to revive the above-identified application must be submitted within TWO 
(2) MONTHS from the mail date of this decision. Extensions of time under 37 CFR 1.136(a) are 
permitted. This is not final agency action within the meaning of 5 U.S.C. § 704. 

This application was held abandoned for failure to respond in a timely manner to the final Office 
action, mailed September 21, 2004, which set forth an extendable three (3) month period for 
reply. The Office contended that this application became abandoned on December 22, 2004 for 
failure to reply to the September 21, 2004 final Office action. A Notice of Abandonment was 
mailed on June 1, 2005. 

Petitioners assert a continuation application and a request for a three month extension of time 
were timely filed by Express Mail on March 21, 2005. While the documents were filed on March 
21, 2005 and March 21, 2005 is within the extendable period for reply, a review of financial 
records reveals that deposit account no. 50-1259 had insufficient funds to cover the three month 
extension of time on March 24, 2005, when the Office attempted to charge the fee. Therefore, 
petitioners did not purchase a three month extension of time and the application became 
abandoned prior to the filing of the continuation application. 

Petitioners are strongly encouraged to file a petition to revive under the unintentional standard of 
137(b) to establish copendency with the continuation application.
